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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 05/03/2005 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 1-6 are remain pending in the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gunjima et al., 
US Patent No. 5,587,816, as stated in the final office action. 

The above claims are anticipated by Gunjima et al. figure 1 which discloses an LCD 
device comprising: 

. an LCD panel ( 1 2) having a polarization plate (9); 

. a light source (1); 

. a light guide plate (3); 

. a light control sheet (prism 7) having a material same as light guide (e.g., resin, col. 10, 
In. 42) disposed next to the polarization plate, wherein the light control sheet rotates polarized 
light emitted from the light guide plate toward a direction of a direction of light transmission axis 
of the polarization plate (9) (see figure 1 and col 12, lines 31-45). 

It should be noted that the limitations of "made/formed through" "drawing process" 
"cutting-out process" recite a one-step process which does not further limit the structure of the 
claimed. Therefore, the process limitation does not have patentable weight. See MPEP § 21 13. 
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Response to Arguments 

3, Applicant's arguments filed 05/03/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive: 

Applicant contends that Gunjima et al. fail to teach or suggest the prism array providing a 
polarizing rotating ability as claimed (amendment, page 4). The Examiner, again, respectfully 
disagrees with Applicant's viewpoint. In particular, as stated in the previous office action dated 
1 1/03/2005, Gunjima et al. do disclose light can be converted with the angle of emittance of 
substantially 60° to the light direction having the direction perpendicular to the face of the LCD 
element (col. 12, lines 41-45) and one of ordinary skill would be able to merely find light from 
the polarizer light separator (6) would be rotated at least from 60° to 90° by transmitting through 
the light control sheet (prism 7). In other words, the Gunjima et al. device and the Applicant's 
device would be the same as well, so as the product taught by Gunjima et al. would be able to 
perform as well as a product produced as claimed. 

Accordingly, since Applicant does not show an unobvious difference between two 
devices, the rejection of claims 1-6 stand.
